A Chair For 
The Invalid 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


HEN the need for a wheel 

chair- arises, a great many 
more factors must be taken into 
consideratlon ihan merely the 
necessity of getting the patlent 
from place to place. It is likely 
to be an expensive purchase and 
shoald not be 
pulse. If it §s to serve an in- 
valld properly, it must be geared 
to his particular needs. . 


Of first consideration is tho 
size of the user and his type of 
disability, Next, somo thought 
should bo given as to where it 
is to. be used—whether in the 
home, in an Institution, or mere- 
ly for trips outdoors. 


Varicd Purposes 


The colfapsible type of chair 
is most Ilkely to serve varied 
purposes, In every case it should 
be one which can be mannoged 
easily by the pationt. The frame 
should be light, chromium-plated 
metal, and the back and seat 
made of fabric. The 
wheels should be quite 
and controlled y oa 
There are several stock models 
of the vehicle, and these can be 
modified to provide head-rests, 
zippered back, desk-type armas, 
and other such features. Such 
chairs are neat and comfortable, 
are casily manoeuvred in a small 
space, and can be transported in 
a car. 


It fs sungested that for the 
outdoor type, the propelling 
wheels should be in the rear, 
having a dlameter of 24 inches. 
Tho front wheel should be. 9 
inches In dlameter, Tyres mry 
be either pneumatic or made of 
solid rubber. 


Indoor Chair 


‘fhe indoor chair should have 
large front wheels placed near 
the centre of the chair, This 
will permit an almost complete 
pivot ina small space, and allow 
for casy movement in small 
rooms ond crooked passageways, 


In selecting the chair to be 
used, the disability of the 
pDaticnt must be considered. For 
example, f the tmink _muscica 
are weak, It may be necessary 
to reach the hand rims by 
leaning backward rather than 
forward, In this type of chair, 
therefore, the wheels should be 
behind.

‘Children’s Reducin

RELATIVELY little atten- 

tion has been paid to 
the problem of the over- 
weight child. Parents aro 
inclined to believe cither 
that nothing ‘can be done 
about it or that Nature it- 
self will correct the situa- 
tion as the child grows 
older. .This is true only in 
about one-third of the cases: 
others must rely on treat- 
“ment if they are to lose their 


factors. : Thus, to be successful, 
any reducing programme for the 
child must include an attempt to

Moreover, since the first step'in 
any reducing programme 1s to 
pain the co-operation of the.

Long Period

cver <t long period of time sev 
that the chemienl processes in 
the body wilk not be upse: and 
no disturbance of the normul) 
frowth will occur. A weight 
loss of more 
pounds a week is not desirable. 

Furthermore, with children, 
the amount of food cannot be 
suddenly reduced, but must be 
done gradually. A suggested 
method {fs to obtain a full Its: of 
the child's foods for a one- 
weeks period. Then, about 250 
calories can be cut from tho 
dlet every > three to five days 
until the dict rupplies just the 
number of calories or heat 
uniis necessary to bring nbout 
alow weight loss. 

Certain foods, such a5 bacon, 
hum and pork, goose, duck, and 
sausage, may have to be elim 
nated from the dict for the tlme 
being.
